
NATIONAL BOSS BIG SAM’S AS TOUGH AS OLD BLACK COUNTRY ROOTS 



NEW England boss Sam Allardyce has de¬ 
scribed how his Black Country roots have 
helped prepare him for the toughest job in 
football. 

The Dudley-born 61-year-old was offi¬ 
cially unveiled on Monday after agreeing a 
two-year deal, which includes the option of 
an additional two years. 

Allardyce was born in a council house 
in Ash Green - part of the Old Park Farm 
estate. The son of a policeman, he was ed¬ 
ucated at Sycamore Green Primary School 
and later at Wren’s Nest School. And he 
believes his upbringing has played a major 
role in shaping his managerial career. 

“Ash Green - that is where it all started 
for me,” Allardyce said. “My old mate is still 


living in his dad’s house on that estate. He 
is one of my schoolboy friends. 

“But Ash Green was a great place to de¬ 
velop as a footballer. It was a council estate 
with a ‘green’ in the middle. 

“It was brown, bare and muddy. But I 
have some great memories from there. I 
learned an awful lot both for my playing ca¬ 
reer and managerial career.” 

And Allardyce believes he is tough enough 
to deal with the challenges of the England 
manager’s job, declaring: “Bring it on.” 

He added: “I’m hardened over many, 
many years. You toughen yourself for what¬ 
ever job you take. You take the good with 
the bad, otherwise you don’t do it - don’t 
bother. I am here because I want to be here, 


because I want the challenge, I’m here be¬ 
cause I think I can make the team better 
and I think I’m tough enough to take it.” 

Big Sam’s appointment has been called 
‘fantastic’ by friends and former neighbours 
who believe he will help ‘bring football back 
to how it should be.’ 

“He will bring football back to the Black 
Country,” said Wolves fan Brian Large, 69, 
from Coseley. “And he will bring football 
back to how it should be.” 

Fred Birch, 71, from Dudley, said: “I 
think the appointment is fantastic. 

“England could be no worse than they 
have been recently.”

FUTURE DOUBTS 


A CELEBRATED talking newspaper is facing an un¬ 
certain future due to Dudley Council cuts. 

The Black Country Talking Newspaper and Magazine may have 
recently marked its 40th birthday milestone - but bosses are not 
even sure if it can remain in its current building. 

Since its launch in 1976 it has provided a weekly round-up of the latest local 
news, sport and information to thousands of people living with sight loss in the 
area. 


Based at Beacon Centre in Stourbridge, 
azine, and Arabic Talking Newspaper 
and an Asian Talking News. 

It was first launched in a small cara¬ 
van in the grounds of Wordsley Hospital 
but moved to its current location inside 
the Mary Stevens Centre in 1996. 

Arwyn Jones, chief executive of the 
Beacon Centre, said: “There is a mas¬ 
sive uncertainty surrounding our future 
in the face of the cuts beyond October - 
we are not even sure if we could stay in 
the building. 

Isolated 

“We will do what we can with our ex¬ 
isting resources, but we are appealing 
for people to get in touch with us to offer 
support as we would love to take it to 
the next level. 

“The paper makes those who listen 
feel part of the society and less isolated. 

It brings local news to the community in 
a way that they would not get it by any 
other means.” 

At a celebration ceremony held at the 
centre last Friday, volunteers spoke of 
their memories of the talking newspa¬ 
per - which goes out to up to 200 people 
living with sight loss a week. 

Margeret Gilroy, aged 72, from Brier- 
ley Hill, is one of the newspaper’s long¬ 
est serving volunteers. She first started 
reading the horoscopes in the early 
1990s. 

She said: “These days I do a bit of 
everything - from burning the CDs to 


a team of volunteers also produce a mag-

editing. Even my grandson James pops 
along and helps out. 

“I used to work in the Royal Blind 
School in Edinburgh so it seemed an 
interesting thing to get involved in - lit¬ 
tle did I know I would be here all these 
years later. 

“It has been a social meeting place for 
me too and its lovely to know that you’re 
helping someone out there at the same 
time - whether this is from informing 
them of a theatre show or something 
going on in their community.” 

Bryan Gall, aged 76, from Hagley, has 
presented a sports section on the news¬ 
paper for around 25 years. He said: “We 
have around 10 volunteers that come 
along on a Wednesday morning from 
9.30am to 12.30pm. 

“The technology has changed quite a 
lot over the years. Firstly we would use 
cassettes but moved to CDs 10 years 
ago. The script is about 10 minutes long 
and I speak about sport on a national 
and local level.” 

Celebrities such as Sir Alex Ferguson, 
Sir Lenny Henry, Ken Dodd and Sir 
Norman Wisdom have also been inter¬ 
viewed by the paper over the years. The 
paper and magazine are both digitally 
available through the Beacon Centre’s 
website. 


Centre’s SOS after funds blow

AN activity centre for the elderly 
in Dudley could be forced to close 
by early next year after the council 
axed £300,000 of its funding. 

The Age UK Springboard activ¬ 
ity centre based at the Waterfront, 
Brierley Hill, has had £300,000 of 
its funding cut by Dudley Council 
in recent weeks. 

Bosses say they face ‘unprece¬ 
dented times’ and could close by 


January unless support is forth¬ 
coming. Acting co-ordinator Alison 
Pugh said: “We are in dire straits. 
We are out fundraising and doing 
as much as we can to raise aware¬ 
ness about our situation. 

“We are still providing our ser¬ 
vices but the future is uncertain 
for us past December as these are 
unprecedented times.” 

Some of the cuts will take effect 


from September 30. The centre also 
has received funding from Big Lot¬ 
tery for the past six years but had 
its latest application refused. 

The centre has 53 staff and more 
than 300 volunteers who run vari¬ 
ous health and wellbeing activities 
for those aged 50 to 100. Christine 
Szygowski, chief executive officer, 
said: “This is disastrous.”

Extra parking for 
visitors to town 

VISITORS and traders to Dudley town cen¬ 
tre will benefit from additional car parking 
spaces that have been created in the town. 

Around 12 new spaces, including one 
disabled bay, will be created on an unused 
and redundant car park in New Mill Street. 

The move is part of plans to attract more 
shoppers into the town centre and boost 
trade. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for planning and economic devel¬ 
opment, said: “This is further great news 
for the town, its visitors and traders. 

“Through providing this additional car 
parking, we hope to encourage more peo¬ 
ple into the town centre, which will con¬ 
tinue to support the economic growth of 
the borough and support businesses.”

Store resurrects 
car park scheme 

A SUPERMARKET giant has resur¬ 
rected plans to knock down a social 
club to extend its car park. 

A previous application by Lidl to de¬ 
molish Halesowen Members Club in 
order to create more parking spaces 
at its Hagley Road shop was rejected 
by Dudley Council planners in Febru¬ 
ary due to concerns over safety and 
design. 

The firm has resubmitted its propos¬ 
als, saying concerns have now been 
addressed. It would potentially add 57 
spaces to its car park. 

STATUS 

Grade II listing for 
historic memorial 

AN historic First World War memorial will 
stand proud in Halesowen town centre for 
years to come after gaining Grade II listing. 

The memorial, built in 1921 by Collins 
and Godfrey of Tewkesbury after being de¬ 
signed by Sir Harold Brakspear, has been 
deemed of national importance by Historic 
England and the Royal British Legion. 

Local government leaders say the move 
will allow the soldiers’ names to live on. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris said: “This is another fantastic step 
in recognising the importance of our local 
heritage and adding further protection for 
future generations.” 
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Museum collection will be moved

DUDLEY Museum’s move to a 
new base has moved a step closer, 
after the plan gained the backing 
of a council’s scrutiny board. 

Last month Dudley Metropol¬ 
itan Borough Council unveiled 
plans to close Dudley Museum 
and shift the collection to Dudley 
Archives, in Tipton Road. 

The proposals have been op¬ 
posed by campaigners but on 
last week the council’s overview 
and scrutiny management board 
voted unanimously in favour of 
them. 


The plans, which had already 
been backed by the authority’s 
cabinet members, will now go be¬ 
fore full council for final approval. 

Councillor Alan Finch, who 
sits on the scrutiny committee, 
said: “I think it’s about time we 
stopped dithering - we’ve got to 
go forward and actually make de¬ 
cisions. 

“We had friendly discussions 
between ourselves and agreed 
for it to go forward. We don’t 
want another Hippodrome on our 
hands.” 


Assuming full council backing, 
the museum’s treasures - in¬ 
cluding geological and fine art 
collections - will be housed in the 
archive centre. 

Council chiefs are in talks with 
the owners of the museum’s col¬ 
lections for permission to move 
them early next year. It is hoped 
the new museum will open in 
summer 2017. 

The old building in St James’s 
Road will close at the end of this 
year while the council considers 
the future of the site.” 


£700k community hub 
is finally on the way 


A LONG-AWAITED community 
centre is set to be built on Don¬ 
key Pool Playing Fields in Dudley 
after the council gave plans the 
go-ahead for the £700,000 pro¬ 
ject. 

Castle and Priory ward Councillor 
Ken Finch said he believes the centre 
will be built this year. 

Residents have been waiting nearly a 
decade for a new centre after their old one 
was knocked down eight years ago when 
Dudley Council also battened more than 
200 homes. 

“It is success story for the Priory Resi¬ 
dents Tenants Association after what they 
went through in the past seven to eight 
years,” said Councillor Finch. 

“I am delighted, alongside my colleagues, 
to be part of the development. 

“We have all the money that has come 
through the local authority. It has been 
rubber-stamped by the council and all we 
are waiting for now is to get the contrac¬ 
tors in.” 

Cafe 

The purpose-built community centre 
would feature four changing rooms with 
showers and toilets and the use of a mul¬ 
ti-games area with upgraded access for the 
public. It will also have a hall, kitchen and 
community cafe. 

Councillor Finch said: “We have been 
promised chairs and table from different 
organisations. A lot of businesses are be¬ 
ginning to show interest. 

“The council have now got the backing 
from Sports England to improve the foot¬ 
ball pitches that need draining. Sports 
England seem to be very impressed and 
once they are assured the building will 
start they will get involved. 

“We are now looking for sponsors and 
fundraisers. We have had a number of or¬ 
ganisations that said they will support us 
financially.” 

He was ‘99 per cent’ sure that the com¬ 
munity centre would be built this year but 
could not be certain when the exact date 
would be as the plans still need to discussed 
with contractors. 

The centre will be run by the Priory Res¬ 
idents Tenants Association.

DUDLEY-BORN comedian Sir 
Lenny Henry has been appointed 
chancellor of Birmingham City 
University. 

Sir Lenny said he felt proud to 
be part of something that could 
‘potentially change the face of Bir¬ 
mingham education of the future’. 

The actor, writer, comedian and 
charity campaigner visited the uni¬ 
versity’s campus to start preparing 
for his five-year term. 

The relationship with the star 
follows a tour of the campus earlier 


in the year when Sir Lenny saw 
the university’s work in the crea¬ 
tive arts with young people from a 
range of diverse backgrounds. 

He was also shown the univer¬ 
sity’s industry-standard media fa¬ 
cilities, including four TV studios, 
radio recording studios and Eu¬ 
rope’s largest static green screen. 

He said: “Being a chancellor 
means it’s ceremonial but also 
gives me the chance to speak to 
students and talk about what they 
want and their future plans. 


“This was not on the cards for 
me so I feel really proud to be part 
of something that could potentially 
change the face of Birmingham ed¬ 
ucation. 

“There has been these new 
works going on in the uni and it 
seems that there is this ‘Midlands 
hub’ being created for this futuris¬ 
tic idea of competing with London. 
I knew that I had to be part of it.”

Upgrade at 
stations to 
allow for 
more users 

TRANSPORT bosses have named Dud¬ 
ley Port Railway Station among a num¬ 
ber they are looking at improving dur¬ 
ing the next 10 years. Network Rail says 
passenger numbers should continue to 
rise. 

It is one of four stations in the Black 
Country on a shortlist for improvements 
to help them deal with the expected 
surge in use. The others are Wolver¬ 
hampton, Smethwick Galton Bridge and 
Walsall. They are among 19 in the West 
Midlands down for improvements. 

Wolverhampton is on a development 
time line ‘by 2024’ under a recently re¬ 
leased West Midlands & Chilterns Route 
Study by Network Rail. 

The station is already subject to 
planned work next year to replace it 
with an interchange, combining rail and 
Midland Metro services. The remainder 
are on a ‘longer term’ development plan. 

The study predicted usage of Wolver¬ 
hampton Railway Station would increase 
from 4.75 million people in 2013-14 to up 
to 7.1 million in 2023. 

It said platforms one and two were the 
busiest parts of the station, adding the 
entrance and concourse area were ‘quite 
narrow and restricted’. The report also 
said the planned automatic ticket gates 
as part of an upcoming station could re¬ 
strict hows of people. 

The report said Galton Bridge passen¬ 
gers found it difficult to find their way 
around the multi-level platforms. 

At Dudley Port the authors found the 
staircase was too narrow to accommo¬ 
date peak time hows of passengers. 

Twenty homes to 
replace garages 

GARAGES will be knocked down and 20 
new homes will be built in their place in 
Dudley after council planners gave the 
scheme the go-ahead. 

The houses will be erected on land to 
the rear of Ketley Hill Road. 

Permission was granted at a develop¬ 
ment committee meeting last week. 

There will be eight two-bedroom 
dormer bungalows, four two-bedroom 
houses, six three-beds and two four- 
beds, according to the planning appli¬ 
cation. 

Council planning officers had recom¬ 
mended the plan for approval, which 
was given by councillors. 

In a report to the meeting, officers 
said the development was ‘acceptable in 
principle’.

THE Got 2 Sing Choir raised the roof 
at Dudley Town Hall as well as cash 
for Mary Stevens Hospice with its 
Summer Spectacular Performance. 

The community choir has been sup¬ 
porting Mary Stevens Hospice over 
the past 18 months. 

The event raised £920.50, which 
added to the money raised by Got 2 
Sing over the past year and a half, 
means that in total they have col¬ 
lected over £11,000. 

Choir members receive singing les¬ 
sons and develop contemporary vocal 
techniques, and perform in venues 
across the county. 

There is also a thriving Got 2 Sing 
Youth Choir in Stourbridge for bud¬ 
ding young performers aged nine to 
16. Got 2 Sing was set up five years 
ago by Jane Dunn and her daugh¬ 
ter Beth, and now has 10 associated 
choirs. They regularly hold fundrais¬ 
ing concerts, and in total have so far 
raised in the region of £84,000 for 
local charities. 

Delighted with the success of July’s 
concert, Jane said: “It was fantastic. 
There were 220 members on stage, so 
many that they had to use two stage 
extensions.” 

It followed a concert raising money 
for the hospice held at Birmingham 
Symphony Hall last year. 

Hospice head of fundraising and 
lottery Charlotte Schofield, said: 
“Mary Stevens Hospice is extremely 
lucky to work in partnership with Got 
2 Sing choirs. 

“We are extremely grateful to Got 2

Boy's leg impaled 
on coffee table 

A BOY impaled his leg on a wooden 
coffee table during a freak accident at 
home in Dudley. 

The 12-year-old boy tripped and fell 
against the table which splintered on 
one side last Friday morning. 

A piece of wood, between two and 
three inches long, embedded into his 
right thigh. But the boy remained 
stuck to the table as a crew from Dud¬ 
ley Fire Station arrived. 

Firefighters spent around 30 min¬ 
utes cutting through the table with 
a power saw and then a hand saw to 
release the boy from the table. 

He was taken to Russells Hall 
Hospital for the piece of wood to be 
removed from his leg and a check up. 

Watch Commander Keith Hampton 
said: “It was an unusual one.”

A LORRY crashed and rolled onto its 
side on a busy island forcing a road 
to be shut and sparking traffic chaos. 

The smashed happened on a busy 
stretch of the A456 between Stour¬ 
bridge and Halesowen at around 
11.55am on Sunday. 

It overturned on the Foxhunt is¬ 
land near the Harvester pub. 

Initially emergency services had to 
shut the road at the island between 
Hagley Road and Manor Way. 

Halesowen councillor Karen Shake¬ 
speare was driving behind the lorry as 
it overturned and called emergency 


services. She said: “It all happened 
in slow motion. I just stopped my 
car and dialled 999. There was some 
smoke coming from the front. 

“The operator asked if they had 
been some petrol coming from the 
lorry and I looked and it smelled like 
there was. By that time a lot of peo¬ 
ple had stopped and had gathered 
around.” 

Bus operator National Express 
West Midlands alerted passengers 
through Twitter that a service going 
along the route had to be diverted 
amid the chaos. Service 244 was sent 


on an alternative route to Lutley 
Green estate via Brassnage Road and 
Lansdowne Road in the aftermath. 

A man had scrambled out of the 
wreckage by the time two crews from 
Haden Cross fire station and para¬ 
medics arrived. 

West Midlands Fire Service spokes¬ 
man Matthew Smith said the man 
had been checked over by paramedics. 

Firefighters worked on the clean up 
with sand scattered to absorb diesel 
leaking from the large lorry. Mounds 
of sand were behind the lorry with its 
trailer section open on its side.

Fire crews called 
to chemical leak 

FIREFIGHTERS dealt with a chemi¬ 
cal leak incident in Netherton.

Sandwell was down 45 to 7,020 (3.5 
per cent) but Wyre Forest had a rise of 
10 to 700 (1.2 per cent).

Just no limit to what 
Bionic Bob can achieve 


HE lost his legs and arms after a bout 
of meningitis when he was aged just 
18. 

But Robert Parsons, nickname Bionic Bob, 
has proved there is no limit to what he can 
do. 

The 34-year-old completed a 10km sponsored 
walk, raising more than £1,500 for charity. 

And as part of his training, Mr Parsons, from 
Stourbridge, made a Rocky-style training video 
shared by thousands of people online. 

This shows him wearing his prosthetic blades to 
run around, pushing a car and lifting dumb bells. 

Mr Parsons completed Bionic Bob’s 10k Walk, 
alongside the former Mayor and Mayoress of Dud¬ 
ley - Councillor Steve Waltho and his wife Jayne. 

Mr Parsons, a former van driver’s mate at the 
Geoff Hill Electrical Superstore in Amblecote, said 
he wanted to thank people for their support after 
his diagnosis. 

Fundraising by his former boss Mr Hill saw more 
than £150,000 donated to help him buy prostheses 
and a specially-adapted car. 

The 10k walk event started and finished at Geoff 
Hill Electrical Superstore and went through Mary 
Stevens Park. 

Donations 

Mr Parsons said: “The reaction from people has 
been amazing - everyone supported what I was 
doing, I just wanted to give something back to all 
of the people who had helped and supported me. 

“You feel like you’ve had all that help and want 
to help people in return.” 

He has raised more than £1,500 so far from the 
walk for Mary Stevens Hospice and Meningitis 
Now and said more donations would be welcomed. 

Mr Parsons was a delivery driver for Mr Hill’s 
electrical firm when he was struck down by the po¬ 
tentially deadly illness in 2000, causing him to have 
operations to remove his arms from just below the 
elbow and his legs at the knees. 

He also lost part of his nose. Thousands of 
pounds were raised in just weeks from public do¬ 
nations - and that has been used in recent years to 
kit out Mr Parsons’s home and buy him a special¬ 
ly-adapted car. 

In the 16 years since he has battled to improve 
his mobility and reached a milestone in January 
2011 by managing to walk around for long periods 
of time. 

Staff from Mary Stevens Hospice hailed ‘inspira¬ 
tional’ Mr Parsons’ fundraising efforts.

A FAILURE for all seasons. Until this 
week, my broadband service tended to 
crash out in heavy rain, wind or thunder. 
This week we discovered it doesn’t like a 
heatwave either. Wrong sort of sun. 


Man had loaded guns and drugs 


ARMED police discovered two load¬ 
ed guns at the home of a man previ¬ 
ously jailed for possession of a loaded 
pump action shotgun, a judge heard. 

One revolver, with three live 
rounds in the chamber, was hidden 
under a floorboard in the bathroom 
at the house in Victoria Road, Tip- 
ton, when the officers swooped at 
3.30am on May 19, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. The other pis¬ 


tol, loaded with four bullets, was con¬ 
cealed in a drawer in the divan bed 
where Imran Ahmed slept. A further 
11 rounds of ammunition and a wrap 
of heroin were also discovered. 

He had only been free for seven 
months following his release on li¬ 
cence from a five-year sentence for 
a firearms offence in which he was 
found in a vehicle with the shotgun, 
said Mr Lai Amarasinghe, prose¬ 


cuting. The 36-year-old defendant 
- who was jailed for a further eight 
years - insisted he was ‘holding’ the 
weapons for gang members in an ef¬ 
fort to pay off a drug debt and had 
been given the two handguns 10 days 
earlier by a man he met in a car park 
near his home but declined to name. 

Ahmed added: “I owed this big 
gang £800 which is why I held the 
shotgun for them. After I was freed 


from prison the people caught up 
with me and said I now owed a fur¬ 
ther £1,300 because I had lost the 
shotgun. They were threatening me 
and my family.” 

The DNA of Ahmed was found 
on the bullets in the weapons, said 
Judge John Wait. Ahmed admitted 
possession of firearms, ammunition 
and heroin and was jailed for a total 
of eight years. 


BARELY a year after the inquest into the 
deaths of three recruits during training on 
Brecon Beacons, another young soldier 
has collapsed and died. It was on the hot¬ 
test day of the year so far. This extraordi¬ 
nary day had been forecast for some time 
and yet, even after the “gross failures” 
condemned in last year’s inquest, the 
gruelling selection went ahead. The dead 
man, Corporal Joshua Hoole was not a 
rookie but an experienced soldier whose 
health, presumably, had been monitored 
for years. He should not have died. Once 
again, a family grieves and the nation de¬ 
mands an explanation. It better be good. 

WHAT sort of government can produce 
a list of 50,000 “enemies” and arrange 
for them to be imprisoned, detained or 
sacked in less than three days? Don’t you 
get the impression that Turkey’s post-coup 
crackdown was planned at least as well as 
the plot itself? 

BRITAIN’S best-known atheist Richard 
Dawkins and his wife, the former Doctor 
Who star Lalla Ward, have announced they 
have “separated entirely amicably.” They 
insist they are still good friends, will contin¬ 
ue working together and are sharing their 
house. So what’s the difference between 
that and being married?

Senior councillors back 
move to demolish flats

PLANS to knock down four 
high-rise flats in Netherton 
have moved a step closer 
as they gained the backing 
of Dudley Council’s cabinet 
members. 

Senior councillors backed plans 
to demolish Arley Court, Comp¬ 
ton Court, Manor Court and Wells 
Court at a meeting last Wednesday. 

The authority has carried out a 
review of its housing stock, which 
revealed a huge spend was needed 
to keep the high-rises in good con¬ 
dition. 

Bosses decided the four blocks, 
which were built in the 1960s, were 
no longer sustainable as they needed 
a minimum of £9.1 million spent on 
them in the short term. 

Speaking at the meeting, Council¬ 
lor Gaye Partridge, cabinet member 
for housing, said the decision was 
an ‘operational imperative’ and the 
council’s hand had been forced by its 
financial situation. 

Regrettable 

She said: “These are homes where 
there are real communities of long 
standing and with people much com¬ 
mitted to their locality. It’s regretta¬ 
ble that this means people will have 
to leave their homes. 

“This is a life-changing decision 
and cabinet needs to acknowledge 
that. As a council we will do more 
than what is reasonably expected 
of us with dealing with the conse¬ 
quences of this decision.” 

Ward councillor Elaine Taylor 
previously estimated up to 300 resi¬ 
dents could be affected. 

The scheme will now go in front 
of the place scrutiny committee in 
September before it could be rub¬ 
ber-stamped at a full council meet¬ 
ing in October. 

Consultation with residents who 
live in the four blocks is ongoing. 

Chiefs said a decision about the 
future use of the sites has not yet 
been taken but it is likely to see 
‘new, lower-density builds’. 

If demolition is given the green 
light, each tenant will then receive 
face-to-face meetings with officers. 


7,000 jobs boost on the Waterfront

AROUND 7,000 new jobs will be created when Chan¬ 
cellor Philip Hammond signs off on a new development 
to make the Waterfront the ‘high tech office hub’ of the 
Black Country. 

The final plans for a new enterprise zone at Merry 
Hill, Dudley, have been submitted to the Government 
and are expected to be rubber-stamped in the autumn 
statement. 

The Waterfront development, which is expected to in¬ 
ject around £600 million into the regional economy each 
year, will see a complete revamp of the existing site. 

As well as reoccupying 18,000sq m of vacant office 
space, the zone, when fully built, will include up to 
110,000sq m of new office space, 36,000sq m of new tech¬ 
nology space and 65,000sq m of new industrial space. 
The total development is expected to deliver up to 7,000 


new jobs and provide a £589m boost to the economy each 
year. 

Dudley South MP Mike Wood said: “It’s fantastic 
news that the new enterprise zone, which will bring 
thousands of new jobs to Dudley, is moving a step closer. 
The new investment will transform the area.” 

Businesses locating to enterprise zones get up to 100 
per cent business rate discount worth up to £330,000 per 
business over a six-year period. 

They also benefit from simplified local authority plan¬ 
ning processes and get government support to ensure 
superfast broadband is rolled out throughout the zone. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, leader of Dudley Council, said: 
“This is extremely exciting news for Brierley Hill and 
the wider area. The enterprise zone will reinvigorate the 
existing Waterfront office complex.” 


Owner shuts 
care home 
described as 
inadequate 

A CARE home deemed ‘inadequate’ 
by a health watchdog, which found 
‘people were being deprived of their 
liberty’, has closed down. 

Following inspections on June 8 
and 9, Shirley O’Donnell decided to 
close The Red House in Kingswinford 
which she had run for over 30 years, 
previously with her late husband 
David. 

The report published on July 13 
stated: “We saw that some people 
were being deprived of their liberty.” 

The report also said that one person 
had furniture placed in front of them 
to prevent them being able to get out 
of their chair. Mrs O’Donnell said it 
concerned a 92-year-old woman, say¬ 
ing: “Her daughter told us that she 
would throw herself on to the floor. I 
wanted to protect her.” 

The inspectors also said: “We saw 
that people did not have their walk¬ 
ing aids within easy reach to support 
their free movement.” 

Another major issue was the lack of 
staff overnight with only Mrs O’Don¬ 
nell present. Care records were out of 
date and inaccurate. 

The home had failed to comply with 
the Mental Capacity Act 2005 and 
related safeguards, according to the 
Care Quality Commission. Residents 
and relatives had described the staff 
as caring but the four residents have 
now been moved to other homes. 

Mrs O’Donnell, who had worked as 
a geriatric nurse, says she struggled, 
especially with paperwork, after her 
husband died in November. The home 
closed on June 29. 

Dragon boat race

A CHEQUE for £1,312 has been 
handed to the organisers of an annu¬ 
al dragon boat extravaganza which 
takes place on the lake at Himley 
Park, near Dudley. 

Thousands watched participants 
from across the Black Country and 
beyond take on the challenge on the 
Great Pool in May. The Paycare Pi¬ 
rates, one of 24 teams to take part, 
handed the money to the Wolver¬ 
hampton Rotary Club, who will split 
it with Compton Hospice. 

The money was handed over by 
Bonnie Webb, business analyst at 
Paycare, Wolverhampton-based 
not-for-profit health cash plan or¬ 
ganisation to Mike Boyce, Rotary’s 
immediate past president. 

The event has raised almost 
£320,000 over the years.

Warden left for dead' by angry driver 


A TRAFFIC warden was knocked down and ‘left 
for dead’ in a Dudley street by a furious motorist 
he had just booked, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

The Mercedes driven by Mohammed Nazabuth, of 
Crabbe Street, Stourbridge, struck warden Anthony 
Harris moments after he had put a ticket on it, ex¬ 
plained Miss Amy Jackson, prosecuting. 

The 30-year-old driver jumped into the 4x4 that 
was parked illegally in Castle Street, Dudley, and 
drove off as the warden was taking a picture of the 
vehicle. 

Mr Harris was hit on the leg by the Mercedes and 
knocked into the bonnet when the vehicle suddenly 
moved forward. Nazabuth ordered him to get out of 


the way because he was in a hurry and the warden 
was then hit in the chest by a wing mirror of the car 
sped off. The motorist drove off without checking 
the condition of the injured man during the incident 
on September 18. 

Miss Jackson said the experience had affected the 
confidence of Mr Harris and left him considering a 
change of career. 

Mr Richard Butcher, defending, claimed Naza¬ 
buth had sat in the car for a short time waiting for 
the warden to complete his business before leaving. 
He conceded: “He accepts his vehicle came into con¬ 
tact with the man. 

“He failed to appreciate the warden had to take 
a photograph and mercifully the injuries the man 


suffered were of the lighter kind. He was not trying 
to avoid the parking ticket.” 

The defendant, a delivery driver in the family 
butchery business, had several previous convictions, 
including one for wounding. He pleaded guilty to 
causing bodily harm by wanton and furious driving. 

He was jailed for 10 months and banned from 
driving for a year. 

Recorder Ben Mills, told him: “This must have 
been utterly terrifying for the traffic warden. You 
sped off without a care for his well being, leaving 
him shaken, dazed and hurt. You just left him for 
dead. He was just doing his job and people like him, 
who are working for the public, need to be protected 
by the courts.” 


Mystery over abuse 
as carer sent to jail 


A CARER took the secret of why he 
abused a severely disabled man to 
jail with him as he started a seven 
month prison sentence. 

The 44-year-old victim - whose severe 
learning difficulties meant that he was totally 
dependent on others to look after him - was 
found drenched in deodorant with bruised ears 
after being in the sole care of Nicholas Howard. 

When the 32-year-old changed shift and 
handed over responsibility to a colleague she 
discovered the resident was covered in so much 
white powder it had etched his profile into the 
sofa on which he was sitting in a bungalow at 
Badger Court, Stourbridge, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

She also saw the ears of the man, who had 
been in care since childhood, were bruised, 
added Mr Stephen Thomas, prosecuting. Po¬ 
lice were called and an investigation launched. 

Father of one Howard denied being to blame 
and suggested that the injury could have been 
the result of self-harm. He did accept the vic¬ 
tim’s deodorant was locked away in the bath¬ 
room but claimed he could have taken his own 
personal deodorant from his bag and sprayed it 
while he was not looking. 

Unlikely 

This was rejected by expert witnesses, includ¬ 
ing an occupational therapist who dismissed 
the version of events as ‘highly unlikely’ and 
the jury found the defendant guilty of ill treat¬ 
ment following a trial. The case was adjourned 
for a pre-sentence report until Monday. 

Mr David Munro, defending, said Howard 
had deliberately sought a job caring for oth¬ 
ers after being made redundant and had been 
doing the work for 18 months when the inci¬ 
dent occurred on May 28, 2014. 

“This awful business was wholly out of char¬ 
acter and the consequences for him and his 
family are grave,” he said. 

The defendant’s daughter suffered from a 
chronic condition and the family were now in 
danger of defaulting on their mortgage after he 
was sacked. 

Howard, of Roberts Green Road, Dudley - of 
previous good character - was sent to prison 
and banned from working with the young and 
vulnerable. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz, said: “You were the 
only person caring for him when this occurred 
and only you know how it came about.” 

Dc Sarah West said: “We still don’t really 
know why Howard carried out this abuse.”

Good for him, 
he seems a decent sort of chap. But is 
cycling through the countryside really a 
sport? While competing at that level cer¬ 
tainly requires a level of physical endur¬ 
ance that I could never compete with, it 
still essentially a group of people travel¬ 
ling by a slightly old-fashioned mode of 
transport. A bit like steam railway buffs or 
traction engine fans.

Grim murder that 
shook the nation 


It’s now 40 years since justice 
finally caught up with sinister 
killer, The Black Panther, as 
MARK ANDREWS reports 

SERIAL killers do not come more 
sinister than Donald Neilson. He 
revelled in his nickname The Black 
Panther - given because of the way 
he swiftly pounced on his victims 
wearing a dark hood. 

The army-obsessed former soldier 
planned his crimes with military preci¬ 
sion and became perturbed when he felt 
the media did not give him the attention 
he craved. 

And very few places were affected by the 
fear more than the West Midlands and Shrop¬ 
shire which was shaken to the core when 
Neilson abducted, and then murdered teenage 
heiress Lesley Whittle, having demanded a 
£50,000 ransom. 

Terror 

Her body was found in Bathpool Park, Kids- 
grove, in 1975. He went on to kill security 
guard Gerald Smith at the Freightliner Termi¬ 
nal in Dudley, and had committed the murder 
of Sidney Grayland a year earlier by shooting 
him in Langley, Oldbury. 

It is 40 years since Neilson was handed five 
life sentences at Oxford Crown Court for his 
year-long reign of terror which claimed five 
lives across Britain. 

In court judge Mr Justice Mars-Jones told 
him that the enormity of his crimes put him 
in a class apart from almost all convicted mur¬ 
derers, and that he should never taste freedom 
again. 

While Neilson was said to have cried in his 
prison cell after the sentence, former Shrop¬ 
shire Star editor Andy Wright who was in the 
court that day recalls him looking almost im¬ 
passive while in the dock. 

“He seemed pretty collected. I suppose there 
is an air of resignation when you have been 
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Shocking story and family pleas made the headlines 


caught for crimes like this that you are going 
to be sent to prison for a long time,” he says. 

Neilson had killed three times before Les¬ 
ley’s murder, and once more afterwards. His 
victims included postmaster’s husband Sidney 
from Langley and a security guard at the Dud¬ 
ley Freightliner rail terminal. But it was the 
death of 17-year-old Lesley, who was doing her 
A-levels at Wolverhampton’s Wulfrun College, 
which really shook the nation. 

“There was an awful lot of apprehension 
once it became clear he was also responsible 
for the murder in the Black Country, and the 
shooting in Dudley,” remembers Mr Wright, 
who covered Lesley’s abduction from start to 
finish. 

“People were pretty unsettled that he was 
around. They had seen the photofits, and they 
would be looking their neighbours up and 
down. It was a very nervous time.” 


Neilson had snatched Lesley from her bed¬ 
room in Highley, near Bridgnorth in Janu¬ 
ary 1975, leaving a ransom note punched on 
plastic Dymo tape, demanding £50,000 from 
her wealthy family. His ransom note was so 
detailed the message was more than 18 inches 
in length, giving specific instructions to deliver 
the money in a white van to the Swan shop¬ 
ping centre in Kidderminster. 

Police initially wondered whether it might 
have been a student prank, but it quickly 
emerged he was very serious. Neilson had 
tethered Lesley by a noose in a drainage shaft 
beneath Bathpool Park, and it was there 
where her body would be found following a 
botched attempt by police to trap him during 
a ransom drop. 

Neilson was born Donald Nappey in 1936, 
and was said to have suffered many taunts 
about his unfortunate surname while grow¬ 


ing up in his home town of Bradford. He had 
served as a lance-corporal in the Army, but had 
struggled to settle into civilian life after giving 
up his military career to spend more time with 
his wife Irene and daughter Kathryn. 

Fiercely protective of Kathryn, he changed 
his name to Neilson so she would not suffer 
bullying. He was also said to have been ex¬ 
tremely possessive towards his wife, stopping 
her from seeing friends and subjecting her to 
frequent beatings. 

He began as a prolific burglar, responsible 
for more than 400 unsolved break-ins. His of¬ 
fending stepped up a gear following a break-in 
at a house in Cheshire where, having discov¬ 
ered guns and ammunition, he decided armed 
robbery would be more lucrative. 

Between 1971 and 1974, Neilson robbed 14 
post offices, becoming increasingly more vio¬ 
lent. He killed for the first time when he shot 
postmaster Donald Skepper during a robbery 
at Harrogate in February 1974. Police were 
quick to spot the link when he murdered an¬ 
other postmaster, Derek Astin of Baxenden, 
Lancashire, in September 1974. 

Battered 

It was just two months before he struck 
again, this time in Langley. He brutally bat¬ 
tered sub-postmistress Margaret Grayland, 
and shot her husband Sidney dead. 

However, when Neilson kidnapped Lesley 
the following January, police were slow to link 
the crime with the Panther murders. Neilson’s 
carefully laid plans began to unravel during 
the botched ransom drop at Bathpool Park, 
Kidsgrove, yards from where Lesley was being 
held in a deep drainage shaft. 

Lesley’s brother Ronald was supposed to go 
to the park during the early hours and wait for 
Neilson to signal to him by flashing a torch. 
But, by coincidence, another couple turned 
up, resulting in confusion. Agitated, Neilson 
drove to Dudley where he attempted to rob the 
Freightliner terminal. During the raid, he shot 
security guard Gerald six times, causing him 
injuries which would result in his death the 
following year. 

Lesley’s body was not found until the follow¬ 
ing month, and Neilson would evade capture 
until November that year. Neilson died, aged 
75, in 2011.

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'Despicable' 
driver gets 
two years 
road ban 


A MOTORIST was prepared to ask four peo¬ 
ple to lie in a desperate bid to avoid a convic¬ 
tion for dangerous driving, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Adnan Aslam originally insisted that he was not 
behind the wheel of the Mazda which failed to stop 
when instructed by police - and tried to construct 


an alibi for his trial. 

But before the case could 
be heard the 30-year-old had 
a change of heart and admit¬ 
ted responsibility. 

He had been seen going 
slowly through a red traf¬ 
fic light in Stafford Street, 
Dudley, before accelerating 
away when ordered to stop 
by officers in a patrol car. 

Mr Andrew Wilkins, pros¬ 
ecuting, also revealed that 
motor trader Aslam went 
the wrong way round a traf¬ 
fic island and raced through 
streets at up to 60 mph, 
forcing police pursuers to 
give up the chase because it 
presented too great a danger 
to other road users. 

Crashed 

But he was spotted soon 
afterwards in Sandyfields 
Road, Sedgley, where he 
again refused to halt, so a 
police van was used to block 
his path in Zoar Street, Gor- 
nal Wood. 

The defendant managed 
to squeeze past the ob¬ 
struction but crashed into 
a nearby police car, ignored 
another red light and con¬ 
tinued to his home in Dud¬ 
ley where the Mazda was 
finally found parked on the 
drive. 

Miss Sarah Buckingham, 
defending, explained: “He

was unable to face up to 
his responsibilities because 
he was terrified of going to 
prison.” 

Judge John Wait ob¬ 
served: “This was a deter¬ 
mined attempt to escape 
from police officers. He then 
set up an elaborate defence 
seeking to have four people 
perjure themselves in court 
before abandoning his claim 
that he was not the driver. 

“This had been deliberate 
deception that caused this 
case to be listed for trial on 
more than one occasion. 

“When the police caught 
up with him he lied, contin¬ 
ued to lie and tried to get 
others to lie. He is a coward. 

“His behaviour that night 
was despicable, as was his 
behaviour afterwards, until 
he came to his senses and 
pleaded guilty.” 

Aslam from Beech Green, 
Old Park Farm, Dudley, 
pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving and was given an 
eight-month jail sentence 
suspended for two years 
with 200 hours unpaid work 
together with £2,800 costs, 
a £2,000 fine and a two-year 
driving ban.

“For my part I believe that the very 
worst crimes deserve the ultimate 
penalty and I propose that those who 
murder and rape children, those that 


commit sadistic acts of murder and 
torture and those that commit acts of 
murder through terrorism against our 
country or our people should be sub¬ 
ject to the death penalty at the discre¬ 
tion of the presiding judge. 

“We must rid British society of 
these people. I would vigorously pro¬ 
mote this line of thinking in a debate 
and trust the British people to make 
the decision on this ultimate matter of 
conscience.” 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson, said: 
“I am surprised that Bill wants Brit¬ 
ain to be more like Iran, North Korea 
and Uganda.”

Richard Fleeshman takes centre stage as Sky Masterson in Guys and Dolls

Guys and Dolls 

Grand Theatre, Wolverhampton 

STAYING true to the original, the rol¬ 
licking musical love-story, Guys and 
Dolls - set among the illegal craps- 
game hoodlums of New York’s 1930s - 
brought a breath of fresh air to an oth¬ 
erwise rather sticky Grand Theatre. 

The first thing to gain the audi¬ 
ence’s attention on arriving at their 
seat, apart from the heat - yep, hot¬ 
test night of the year, and dressing up 
to the nines was not really a welcome 
option - was the set, there and ready. 

No curtain to raise, just a solo trum¬ 
pet’s jazzy meanderings helping trans¬ 
port us back to the seedy underworld 
of nearly a century ago. 

The array of old-style advertising 
hoardings were a treat to look at as 
they hung over the stage...then ker- 
zam! Light explodes, bringing the 
signs’ colours to life; the orchestra 
crashes into action, and we’re off. 

Charm 

Nathan Detroit is the kingpin of the 
craps game - dice to you and me - and 
he is being chased around town by the 
cops as he tries to find a venue for the 
next evening’s entertainment. 

Played by Frank Sinatra in the fa¬ 
mous film, Maxwell Caulfield - yes, 
he of The Colbys fame - brings a cer¬ 
tain happy-go-lucky charm to the role, 
hounded by showgirl Miss Adelaide, 
admirably portrayed by Louise Dear- 
man, to whom he’s been engaged for 
14 years. 

It is their chemistry that helps move 
things along while fellow crapshoot- 
ers Nicely Nicely Johnson (Jack Ed¬ 
wards) and Benny Southstreet (Mark 
Sangster) hound the hapless Detroit 
for a game. Entering into the melee 


is of course Sky Masterson, Richard 
Fleeshman, who is egged on as a bet 
to take out Salvation Army girl, Sarah 
Brown (Bethany Lindsell). 

Fleeshman revels in the opportunity 
to strike a pose in his zoot suit, with 
his matinee idol good looks and a voice 
to match, showing a velvety tone Sina¬ 
tra himself would have been proud of. 

But it is Jack Edwards as Nicely 
who brings things to a head in the bril¬ 
liantly conceived prayer meeting scene 
which showcases Sit Down, You’re 
Rockin’ the Boat - so much so that it 
is reprised several times! 

Made famous by Stubby Kaye in 
the movie, Edwards’s performance is 
a respectful nod to what is generally 
regarded as the defining Nicely Nicely 
portrayal. 

The fact that he is of a similar build 
helps matters, but his voice simply 
soars, making the scene inside the 
mission hall the best by far, with the 
whole cast gelling brilliantly together. 

Choreographically, there were 
moments when there seemed to be 
maybe too much going on to take in 
all at once. However, the big scene did 


not disappoint - the craps game itself, 
with highly-effective lighting to sim¬ 
ulate the sewers, almost like a strobe 
light at times while figures blitzed 
around the stage like dervishes. Bril¬ 
liant. 

Finally, the comedy laurels must be 
awarded to Louise Dearman as Ade¬ 
laide - a stage veteran with an impres¬ 
sive CV, who wrung as many laughs 
as she could out of the script and let 
the lyrics tell their own story without 
trying to over-perform them. 

Thankfully, the musical numbers 
Sue Me, Take Back Your Mink, and 
Adelaide’s Laments, more than held 
their own, and it wasn’t a case of just 
building up to the inevitable Luck Be 
a Lady, which was relatively low-key 
in comparison, perhaps rightly so, as 
there are so many other song high¬ 
lights. 

In a world of pop performer’s songs 
being joined together with flimsy 
plots, it’s nice to see that traditional 
musicals such as this can still hold 
their own, but then that could be me 
being a bit picky - so, I’d better sit 
down, I’m rockin’ the boat.

As well as undergoing spot checks on the 
day-to-day running of the sites, each site 
manager is assessed across 37 areas, includ¬ 
ing their technical knowledge, consistency 
in the build process and the quality controls 
they have in place. 

The regional winners will go forward to 
contest the national supreme winner title in 
their category at the Pride in the Job Gala 
final in London in January. 


DOZENS of pupils will have to be 
taught in council offices for up to a 
year due to a delay in building work 
at their new school. 

Sacred Heart Primary in Tipton plans 
to move to a new site in May but in the 
meantime 60 youngsters will be schooled 
in a temporary base. 

Delays to its new base off Dudley Road East 
mean pupils will be housed in the Grade II listed 
Carnegie Building from September 1 until next 
year. Proposals for a change of office use have 
been submitted to planners at Sandwell Council. 

The school’s current site, on Victoria Road, 
cannot support the number of new pupils it has 


taken on which is why it requires additional 
teaching space at Carnegie Building. 

It is now taking on an extra 60 pupils each 
September in reception classes, and will aim to 
move to its new premises by next May, expand¬ 
ing to 420 places in total. 

While the move to expand school places has 
been welcomed, concerns have been raised about 
potential parking issues. Tipton Green ward 
Councillor Ian Jones said: “Residents in Mayfair 
Gardens are already complaining about traffic 
and that there has been no parking. 

“The parking situation will get worse with the 
new school being built. 

“We will need to address the concerns of res¬ 
idents. The new school will make the situation 
worse because parents are parking when drop¬ 


ping off their children. More plans will need to 
be put forward to address the parking concerns.” 

Fellow ward Councillor Ahmadul Haque MBE 
said parking was an issue but would be resolved 
over time. “I believe the expansion of the school 
is a good decision,” she said. “It is providing 
school places for children in the area. 

“The parking issue will be sorted out. We need 
to build new school facilities for our future gen¬ 
erations.” 

The school will use the Carnegie Building 
for a maximum of 60 pupils and seven full time 
members of staff. It will be split into two classes 
of 30 children, and it has been proposed pupils 
aged eight to 11-years-old will be taught there. 

The move will help the functioning of the 
school through the academic year 2016/17.

WORK is about to begin on part of a new 
jobs-boosting manufacturing skills centre 
in Tipton. Project bosses gathered for the 
start of demolition work at the Dudley Port 
site where a hub teaching foundry and pat¬ 
tern-making skills is due to be built. 

The enterprise will be an arm of a new 
£12 million Elite Centre for Manufactur¬ 
ing Skills (ECMS) in Wolverhampton, with 
training hubs also in West Bromwich and 
Dudley. Students in Tipton will have access 
to the industrial facilities at the Thomas 
Dudley foundry on the same site. 

The aim of the training centres, made 
possible by £8m investment from the Black 
Country Local Enterprise Partnership, is 
to improve productivity and growth in the 
high-value manufacturing sector. 

They are also designed to bring together 
business partners and education providers, 


including Dudley College, the Confedera¬ 
tion of British Metalforming, Cast Metals 
Federation and the Institute of Cast Metals 
Engineers, who are investing £4m. 

Led by the University of Wolverhampton, 
the project will collectively provide special¬ 
ist training in toolmaking, foundry skills, 
pattern-making, metalforming, forging, 
manufacturing management and leadership 
and project management. 

The toolmaking spoke will be princi¬ 
pally located in West Bromwich under the 
guidance of the Confederation of British 
Metalforming. Metal joining and advanced 
machining training will be covered by the 
installation of new equipment and the 
use of existing equipment at the recently 
opened Dudley Advance at Dudley College. 

The Wolverhampton centre, at the old 
Springfield Brewery, is to open next August. 


New Mayoral powers 
'inadequate' - claim 

WEST Midlands’ Police & Crime Commissioner has 
warned the proposed powers of the combined authority’s 
metro mayor are totally inadequate. 

David Jamieson says the mayor, who will be elected for 
three years in 2017, will have a role that has been reduced 
to the very minimum and will not wield the power to effec¬ 
tively run the West Midlands Combined Authority. 

He also hit out at the mayor’s proposed salary, calling 
the figure of between £40,000 and £50,000 a year way 
below the expected level. 

Mr Jamieson said: “What they are proposing does not 
match the ambitions that the Government has for the area 
in terms of the powers of the mayor. 

“This should be a position of great authority, but instead 
the board has shown political timidity. It is totally inade¬ 
quate. We are left with a role that has been reduced to the 
very minimum.”

Town remembers 
true hero Joseph 


HE was ‘one of the bravest of 
the brave’ - Corporal Joseph 
Davies saved the lives of eight 
comrades during the Battle of 
the Somme. 

His heroic actions at Delville Wood 
on July 20, 1916 later saw the dedi¬ 
cated soldier from Tipton awarded 
the Victoria Cross by King George V 

This bravery was celebrated on Satur¬ 
day when a memorial stone honouring 
Cpl Davies was unveiled by his family at 
Victoria Park. Born on April 28, 1889, in 
Nock Street, Tipton, the military was in 
his blood as his father John had served 
with the Royal Fusiliers in India and the 
Afghanistan campaign of 1878 to 1880. 

After attending Great Bridge Council 
School he went on to work at Old Park 
Works in Wednesbury before leaving to 
join theArmy in 1909. He was serving in 


India when the First World War broke 
out was soon redeployed to France. But in 
March 1915, he suffered shrapnel wounds 
to the head before having his knuck¬ 
les smashed by a German bayonet a few 
months later. He was then on garrison 
duty in Gibraltar. In May 1916, now a cor¬ 
poral, he was sent to the 10th Battalion 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers on the Somme. 

Delville Wood was heavily defended by 
German troops and on July 20 the Fusi¬ 
liers were ordered to attack, but the Ger¬ 
mans launched their own counter-attack. 
They were successfully beaten off but then 
came back a second time. The Welsh con¬ 
tinued to attack but in the general confu¬ 
sion they were were fired upon by adjacent 
British troops. 

During this time, Cpl Davies and eight 
men became separated from the rest of 
their company and suddenly found them¬ 
selves surrounded. He managed to get 
his men into a shell hole and by throwing 


bombs and opening rapid fire he succeeded 
in routing the Germans. Not content with 
this, he chased after them and bayoneted 
several of them. 

Cpl Davies’s bravery that day was wit¬ 
nessed by an officer who reported it and 
he received his Victoria Cross from King 
George V on October 7 1916 at Bucking¬ 
ham Palace. Civic receptions were also held 
in his honour in Tipton and Wednesbury. 

He survived the war and went on to live 
in Bournemouth until his death on Feb¬ 
ruary 16, 1976, aged 86. He was married 
to Elsie and had two daughters Irene and 
Victoria as well as four grandsons and six 
great-grandchildren. 

Cpl Davies’s proud grandsons Mike 
Howard, 63, and Bernard Harvey, 66, and 
great-grandson Ian Harvey, 36, travelled 
from Dorset for the celebration event. “We 
are really proud. We’ve grown up with it 
but I didn’t realise how special he was to 
people in Tipton,” said Bernard.

Onesie walk is 
a boost for zoo 

MORE than £5,000 was raised at a fund¬ 
raising walk for Dudley Zoo after it was left 
reeling by the recent death of a snow leop¬ 
ard and her cub. 

Around 300 fundraisers helped with the 
snow leopard appeal by taking part in a one¬ 
sie walk around the zoo grounds. 

The day was a huge success, with all gen¬ 
erations taking part in eye-catching outfits, 
and together helping to raise an impressive 
£5,500. 

After giving birth to male cub Milo on 
June 6, the zoo’s seven-year-old snow leop¬ 
ard Nanga died from complications during 
labour. Milo died just four weeks later. 

The zoo has plans to re-establish another 
snow leopard breeding pair in Dudley, by 
finding a new mate for six-year-old male 
Margaash. 


'Revulsion' at sale of zombie 
knives helps bring in new ban 


THERE has been a ‘groundswell of 
revulsion’ at how easy it is to obtain 
so-called zombie knives, a top gov¬ 
ernment minister has said. 

Home Office Minister Sarah Newton 
also praised the successful campaign to 
ban the lethal and vicious blades. 

Last week the law was finally changed to ban 
the sale, import, manufacture, hire or lending of 
the weapons with a maximum six month prison 
sentence or fine on conviction. The ban comes 
into full force next month. 


During a Second Delegated Legislation Com¬ 
mittee, Mrs Newton also praised the role of West 
Midlands Police and Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson, who campaigned for the ban after an 
investigation by The Chronicle’s sister newspa¬ 
per the Express & Star exposed how the weap¬ 
ons were bought and sold online totally legally. 

She said: “I would also like to pay tribute to 
the PCC for the West Midlands in his campaign 
to have ‘zombie knives’ prohibited. There has 
been a groundswell of revulsion and disgust at 
how easily available these weapons are.” 

Opposition frontbencher Carolyn Harris 


added: “We take great pride in this victory as 
Labour PCC for the West Midlands David Jamie¬ 
son has campaigned for them to be outlawed. No 
reasonable person wants them available.” 

Following Mr Jamieson’s visit to Westmin¬ 
ster, Prime Minister Theresa May, then Home 
Secretary, said: “There can be no legitimate rea¬ 
son for anybody to need one of these.” 

The weapons, which can be up to 2ft in length, 
have names such as ‘Head Splitter’ and ‘Decap- 
itator’. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin also raised the 
issue in the House of Commons. 


Unpaid millions 
in council tax 

TENS of millions of pounds in unpaid 
council tax and business rates is owed to 
councils across the Black Country, new 
Government figures have revealed. 

Sandwell is owed £23.3 million, Walsall 
£20.3m with Wolverhampton £14.7m and 
Dudley £8.7m. The figures are only ex¬ 
pected to worsen with all these authorities 
having raised their council tax. 

Sandwell Council has defended its 
spiralling figure, arguing that it does 
not write off debt like other councils. Its 
council leader Councillor Steve Eling said: 
“I am proud that we have a very good col¬ 
lection rate for council tax and that we 
are very persistent in pursuing those who 
have not paid it - no matter how long that 
may take” 
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Garden gym wrecked by fire

A LARGE garden shed converted into a 
gym at a home in Coseley was wrecked by 
a fire. 

The blaze was discovered by a man who 
woke up after falling asleep outside. 

Fire crews were called to Ettingshall 
Road, where the back garden shed was 
alight. 

A man at the property told fire crews he 
had fallen asleep on decking outside but 
when he awoke he saw the fire and had gone 
to tackle it with a garden hose before crews 
arrived. 

Electrical 

Firefighters arrived at the scene at 
around 11.50pm on July 18 to tackle the 
blaze at the 20ft by 40ft shed. 

Crew commander Dave Owen, from Dud¬ 
ley fire station, said firefighters thought it 


was an electrical fire. It took around two 
hours to bring the blaze under control. 

“There was a gym inside the shed. The 
man had fell asleep on the decking on the 
back of the house,” he said. 

Councillor Stuart Henley, who represents 
the Halesowen North ward and also works 
as a firefighter, helped tackle the blaze. 

He said: “It was about midnight when we 
got called out for two or three hours. 

“Bilston Fire were going to go back to the 
incident to check it over in the early morn¬ 
ing. 

“It was a very large shed and we could see 
it from the distance but the fire was quite 
a distance from the nearby houses and we 
stopped it spreading into the other gardens, 
fire was well under way when we got there. 
It was the size of it and it was a very well 
built shed.” 


Driver in petrol card 
con loses appeal bid 

A FORMER Amazon delivery driver from Tipton, jailed for 
using cloned fuel cards, had failed in an Appeal Court bid 
for freedom. Sunny Ozidede, 48, of Park Lane West, was 
put behind bars for two years at Birmingham Crown Court 
on October 15 last year. Ozidede worked as a delivery driv¬ 
er for Amazon from May to October 2011, Mr Justice Sup- 
perstone told London’s Appeal Court. 

Drivers were issued with fuel cards for filling their vans 
with diesel. But long after he had left the job, he used ‘two 
different cloned cards on two different occasions’ in 2013. 
The transactions totalled £390. 

Ozidede accepted photos showed him at the service sta¬ 
tions, but said it was just a ‘coincidence’. Jurors convicted 
him of two counts of fraud. His lawyers took his case to 
the Appeal Court, attacking the jury’s verdicts as ‘unsafe’. 
But Mr Justice Supperstone said: “We are entirely satisfied 
that it is unarguable the Ozidede’s convictions are unsafe.”

TEN new homes will be 
built in Netherton after 
plans were given the green 
light. 

The proposals for the 
land, which was formerly 
occupied by garages in 
Lea Bank Road, have been 
passed by Dudley Council 
planners.

Small aircraft section 
with a big reputation 


IN 1936 around 600 Norfolk 
men moved to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. They had worked for the 
Aircraft Department of Boul¬ 
ton & Paul Ltd in Norwich, a 
diverse company most fa¬ 
mous for its woodwork, but 
which had built aircraft since 
1915. 

The aircraft section remained 
small but with a big reputation. 
It had built more Sopwith Cam¬ 
els than Sopwiths themselves, the 
first all-metal aircraft delivered to 
the Royal Air Force, the first air¬ 
craft with an enclosed power op¬ 
erated gun turret and the R.101 
Airship, still the largest aircraft 
ever built in Great Britain. 

From 1926-29 the company’s 
factory was filled with all the in¬ 
numerable parts of the airship’s 
structure, which would make an 
aircraft nearly 800ft long and 
130ft in diameter. Steel girders

70ft long, with twist and curve, to 
a tolerance of plus or minus 0.3 in, 
which when delivered to the giant 
airship sheds at Cardington, had 
to fit perfectly 

When the aircraft department 
was sold off, and moved to a new 
factory at Pendeford, the men had 
little choice but to uproot their 
families and move. One of them 
was Frank Clarke, who was to be¬ 
come the last survivor of the men 
who worked on the R.101. 

In 1938 he completed 25 years 
service with the company and was 
given a silver mug, engraved with 
the signatures of more than 100 
of his colleagues, including men 
who had made the same move 
from Norwich like Bill Monument 
and Alf Charlton, and men newly 
employed in Wolverhampton, like 


test pilot, Cecil Feather. This mug 
has been donated to the Tetten- 
hall Transport Heritage Centre 
by his daughter, along with some 
of Frank’s tools, photographs, and 
wartime ARP badges. 

When the mug was donated, 
Jack Holmes, the first Honorary 
Member of the TTHC, was pres¬ 
ent. 

Signature 

He too had made the journey 
from Norwich, with his father, 
Billy Holmes, mother and brother, 
and was able to find his father’s 
signature on the mug, and to rec¬ 
ognise many of the men who he 
was later to work alongside, when 
he was apprenticed. 

The Heritage Centre has on dis¬ 
play many of the artefacts which 
has made the city’s transport 
heritage so rich, but also tries to 
highlight the individual contribu¬ 
tions of ordinary men like Frank 
Clarke and Jack Holmes.

NOT many can claim that they had an Eng¬ 
land manager as their best man. 

Yet that is exactly what Brian Milner from Dudley 
can proudly say now that his childhood friend Sam 
Allardyce has taken on arguably the biggest job in 
English football.

S ince the 1970s, the rate of malignant melanoma, 
the most serious type of skin cancer, has more 
than quadrupled in the UK.

Fans Go wylde for 
Pokemon gathering 
at historic location 


WHEN Keiran Wylde and his 
friends decided to set up a meet 
and greet for Pokemon Go play¬ 
ers in the Black Country, they ex¬ 
pected about ‘two people to turn 
up’. 

But on their first event at Dudley 
Ruins, around 80 people flocked to the 
historic site. 

Now their group has reached more than 
400 members online and counting in what 
he described as an ‘astonishing’ boom. 

Keiran, aged 22, from Brierley Hill, said: 
“I know that Pokemon Go had a big follow¬ 
ing but how quickly the group has grown is 
quite astonishing really, I think it is quite 
funny. 

“Nintendo have been trying to get people 
to go out and play with each other for years, 
they tried with the Game Boy and the cable. 

“All kinds of people have been turning 
up, middle aged, people in their 20s and 
30s, younger kids, and a lot of women as 
well which you wouldn’t have thought. 

“I think the success of is the way the 
game works and all the PokeStops available 
that you need progress in the game. 

“It does bring people together.” 

Keiran and five of his friends, all aged 
around 22 to 24, set up the group, called 
Pokemon Go: Black Country, for a bit of 
fun, but didn’t expect it to grow so quickly. 

It is open for anyone to join on Facebook 
and Keiran said: “I would encourage every¬ 
one to get involved. We have families who 
attend and moms and dads will be playing 
alongside their children. 

“It gets people out the house and walk¬ 
ing. I am quite lazy but to be fair this gets 
me out the house.” 

He estimated around a dozen people will 
be at Dudley Ruins playing the game every 
day. “Some people will be there sitting in 
their cars until 3am,” he said. 

Umbrellas 

The group meet up at the historic site 
normally every Saturday around 6-7pm. 

“Everyone gets involved. If anyone finds 
a rare Pokemon you get lots of people run¬ 
ning to try and catch it. Everyone takes 
chairs and umbrellas to the site, there is 
even an ice cream man who sets up there.” 

To join the group search for Pokemon 
Go: Black Country on Facebook. The craze 
has captured the imagination of millions of 
people online -but some people’s obsession 
has gone too far. 

One driver was caught playing the game 
while behind the wheel of his car - and has 
been slapped with a fine my police. 

Police pulled over a 27-year-old man sus¬ 
pected of playing the game on his mobile 
phone while behind the wheel in Stour¬ 
bridge. The driver was stopped in Birming¬ 
ham Street, near the Stourbridge ring road 
and given a penalty ticket after he was re¬ 
ported to traffic process office. 

Officers tweeted under the Stourbridge 
Police account: “Male caught Stourbridge 
ring road on mobile phone, we suspect 
Pokemon but the ticket will poke this mon 
#PokemonGO.” 

It came on the same day it emerged a 
Pokemon Go player called 999 to tell police 
that someone had “stolen their Pokemon”. 

The gaming fan decided to contact 
Gloucestershire Police as an emergency 
while using the hugely popular app on the 
day after its UK launch.

Road shut 
after lorry 
overturns 

A LORRY overturned and 
shed its load forcing road 
closures in Dudley during 
the Monday rush hour.

Trade boost hopes as 
extra parking approved 


EXTRA parking spaces which have been cre¬ 
ated in a Dudley village will offer a shot in the 
arm for local trade, according to a leading 
councillor. 

Fourteen new bays will be added to Abbey Road 
in Gornal near the bus station, allowing shoppers to 
park for free for up to two hours. 

Council chiefs said the changes would aim to ease park¬ 


ing problems in the area and 
encourage more people to 
use village shops. 

The additional spaces will 
also help boost trade, ac¬ 
cording to cabinet member 
Hilary Bills. 

She said: “It has been 
requested for many years 
by local councillors to have 
more short stay parking in 
the centre, in order to en¬ 
courage people to use the 
shops and businesses. 

Backing 

“I think they are also 
near where the bus stop is 
as well, so people can nip 
in and use the shops and 
encourage people to use the 
village.” 

The project was rub¬ 
ber-stamped last week after 
getting the backing of coun¬ 
cillors. 

A row of eight spaces will 
be created on Abbey Road 
near its junction with Bank 
Road and six more near 
where Abbey Road joins 
Zoar Road. Shoppers will be

able to stay for two hours 
but will not be allowed to 
return for the next three. 

Council chiefs said this 
will give shoppers enough 
to time to get their groceries 
while also ensuring spaces 
are not taken up all day by 
people working in Gornal.

Parking is currently only 
available outside a row of 
shops, which runs along 
Abbey Road. 

It comes after councillors 
approved plans to open up 
around 100 new spaces in 
Dudley town centre. 

Councillor Bills said: “It 
is part of our policy to get 
more on-street parking and 
encourage trade in the town. 

“These extra spaces will 
also add to the free parking 
within Dudley, which has 
more than any other author¬ 
ity in the area.”

Steele in the mood 
for big band hero

TOMMY Steele’s portrayal of Amer¬ 
ican big band legend Glenn Miller 
in a new Bill Kenwright production 
thrilled fans over the past year, in¬ 
cluding audiences at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Grand Theatre.

She was doing cart¬ 
wheels, thinking she’d died and gone 
to heaven. 

“It was the time of wartime auster¬ 
ity, and that wonderful sound, it’s the 
kind of thing stays with you for the 
rest of your life. I’ve been a fan ever 
since.”

T here’s no doubt that the Olympic 
Games are the world’s biggest 
sporting event. 

In Rio this year will be more than 
10,500 competitors from 207 nations, 
and there will be thousands more 
team officials, media representatives, 
security personnel and volunteers 
flocking to the city. 

And that’s before we even mention 
the spectators... 

Many will have applied for tickets, 
but millions more will watch at home - 
a global audience of around two 
billion is expected to tune in. 

Four years ago, it was estimated 
that 90 per cent of the British 
population watched coverage of some 
kind of the London games, which 
were a huge success. It’s unlikely that 
the same numbers will be present 
again - but there are those die-hard 
sports fans who will still be keen to 
follow British athletes as they take to 
the road, track, field or pool.

EVERYTHING is bigger in Amer¬ 
ica. From the huge family Jeeps 
on the roads to the humongous 
portion sizes in restaurants not 
to mention the massive out-of- 
town shopping malls. 

So, it’s no surprise that the same 
goes for the country’s rollercoasters, 
much to the delight of thrillseekers. 

Except they aren’t just the best coast¬ 
ers in the world, some are also the biggest, 
known as hypercoasters. The definition of 
a hypercoaster is any rollercoaster with a 
height or drop of more than 200ft. 

The latest hypercoaster to be built in The 
States is Mako, named after the species of 
shark, at SeaWorld in Orlando, Florida. 
Myself, along with a group of 15 hardened 
coaster riders from the UK and Ireland, 
ventured across the Atlantic to check out

the new ride. Mako opened last month and 
is just one of many rides at SeaWorld. It’s 
huge. Soaring up into the skyline, the half- 
a-mile long blue rails can be seen on the ap¬ 
proach. And the screams can heard from a 
distance too. 

I got a sneaky first ride on it, but nothing 
could have prepared me for this. Scaling 
up 200ft, before plummeting and reaching 
speeds of 73mph, it was exhilarating from 
start to finish. The only disappointment 
was my inability to keep my cool. 

A video, later kindly circulated online, 
showed me screaming like a six-year-old 
girl, not a 32-year-old man. Not great for 
my street cred. 

If you’re not a fan of rollercoasters, there 
are lots of other less daring things to do. 
Whether it be killer whale displays or visit¬ 


ing a penguin’s home you can keep your feet 
firmly on the ground. And for those wanting 
a break from the action, there are plenty of 
cafes and bars where you can refuel. 

During our stay we were based at the 
Hilton in Orlando, just a stone’s throw 
from most of the city’s attractions, shop¬ 
ping malls and restaurants. 

Picturesque 

Orlando is the country’s most popular 
tourist destination with its theme parks 
drawing in visitors from both home and 
abroad. But in contrast to the screams and 
roars from the roller coasters, the state is 
quite green and picturesque. 

Its wealth of attractions means it’s a 
great family destination with so much to 
do to keep both children and adults enter¬ 
tained day and night. And when it comes to 
food, you’ll be spoilt for choice. 


The next theme park we went to took us 
much closer to nature. At Discovery Cove 
you can swim with dolphins or snorkel in 
water filled with tropical fish. 

For me, swimming with the dolphins was 
a highlight. Watching them from boats or 
on television, I’ve always been fascinated 
but it was something else to touch them and 
be carried by them across the waves. 

The next day we took the bus to Tampa 
Bay and Busch Gardens. We were too early 
for the opening of Cobra’s Curse, although 
the park managers gave us a tour. Even the 
queue area, which featured live snakes, was 
scary. But there was still plenty of other 
things to do. The park has 12,000 animals 
and there was a chance to see more of them 
with a safari. 

Our final stop was water park Aquatica 
where the highlight was a vertical drop 
slide.

Audi seems adept in its marketing strategy 
by filling niches: ensuring that even among 
its mainstream models there are no gaps left 
for its competitors to fill.

Now many of the features of bigger, more expensive cars 
in the Audi range have filtered down to the new A3, raising 
its game still further. You can, for example, have the same 
high-tech ‘virtual cockpit’ as the flagship R8 supercar, and 
the latest infortainment system with facilities for wireless 
phone connection and charging, fully integrating the phone 
with the car’s central screen. 

There’s also a glimpse of the future and the autonomous 
car - the option of traffic jam assist whereby the car can 
drive, stop and steer itself in traffic at speeds of up to 38mph. 

It uses the now familiar adaptice cruise control system 
- using radar to maintain your gap behind the car in front - 
and a camera to detect white lane lines on either side and 
keep you on the straight and narrow. The idea is to relieve 
the strain of the driver in that all-too-familiar traffic crawl - but 
as a safety measure it only operates if you keep your hands 
on the wheel. 

A major player in the new range could be the entry level 
version at £20,915 powered by the group’s new TFSI turbo¬ 
charged, three cylinder, one litre petrol engine. I wasn’t able 
to drive it in the A3, but only a couple of weeks ago tested 
it in VW’s Golf and it is something of a revelation: it’s hard 
to believe it’s such a small capacity unit because it turns out 
115bhp and the torque of a small diesel. 

It pulls strongly from low revs, cruises effortlessly and 
tackles the 0 to 62mph sprint in under ten seconds with a 
fuel average of up to 60mpg and a low 107g/km C02 rating. 

The other new engine option is a 2.0 litre TFSI, producing 
190PS (0 to 62mph in 6.8 seconds and 49.6mpg), while flag¬ 
ship S3 models get the option of the same engine uprated 
to a whopping 31 OPS. Vital statistics of 0 to 62mph in 4.5 
seconds with official fuel figures of 44.1 mpg put it firmly in 
competition with the hottest of hot hatchbacks. 

Pick 

Having driven several new A3s back to back, for me the 
pick of the bunch was the S-Line (the most popular trim level 
in the previous line-up) powered by the third petrol engine, 
the 1.4 TFSI. This £24,530 model - plus options such as 
the £1,395 advanced technology pack, £425 rear parking 
sensors and £125 for the auto-dimming rear view mirror - is 
a quick car, hitting 62mph in 8.1 seconds. 

With its 150PS of power and extra torque from the turbo, 
it’s very responsive and cruises effortlessly, like a car with 
significantly greater cubic capacity. The lighter weight of a 
small petrol engine, combined with the S-Line’s sports sus¬ 
pension, makes this model feel particularly light and agile 
along twisty country roads. The big sports seats and the 
leather clad, flat-bottom sports steering wheel with mul¬ 
ti-function buttons, dual zone air conditioning and a superb¬ 
ly laid out cockpit make it a nice place to be. 

It feels like a GT - but it is capable of an official average 
of 60mpg (by coincidence its average over the test route 
exactly matched that of the 2.0 diesel A3). I confess the pet¬ 
rol model was set into efficiency mode - there other modes 
such as sport which significantly sharps its responses, com¬ 
fort or auto - but the result was nonetheless impressive. 

That’s partly because of the now proven benefits of a 
small capacity engine combined with turbocharging, plus it 
has cylinder on demand technology. It closes the valves and 
shuts down one of its four cylinders under light load, while 
cruising or going down hill. 

More familiar to A3 drivers would be the 1.6 litre diesel, 
with 110PS of power and 250Nm of torque. It is nippy, with a 
0 to 62mph sprint time of 10.5 seconds, and capable of up 
to 70mpg in official tests. C02 emissions are a low 108g/km. 

It takes a keen eye to spot the differences between the 
new A3 and its predecessor. The essential changes are new 
headlights, plus a wider grille and apron to give the car a 
rather more aggressive face. 

But there are extensive changes under the skin, from new 
technology to new, more efficient engines and - something 
else you can’t see - the new models are up to 90kg light¬ 
er than their predecessors, further improving fuel economy 
and driving dynamics. 

Improvements to the new A3 underline its claims to premi¬ 
um status, while also offering leaner, cleaner motoring and a 
first rate experience to the driving enthusiast.

In a world where the sports utility vehicle 
seems to be taking over the roads, there’s 
one which will always stand out from the 
crowd. 

You don’t have to be a petrolhead to recognise a 
Jeep from its unique slotted grille, or know what it 
stands for. That’s a fitting tribute, since Jeep invented 
the modern SUV concept back in the 1940s and has 
been developing it ever since. 

That’s illustrated by the latest Cherokee model which has 
been further developed since its launch in 2014: perhaps 
most notably by the introduction of a new, more powerful 
2.2 litre diesel engine mated to a highly flexible nine-speed 
automatic gearbox. 

When we talk performance we not confining ourselves 
to the limited parameter of 0 to 62mph sprint time (although 
8.5 seconds for the 197bhp test car is certainly no slouch). 
More power, torque and ratios mean progress is smooth¬ 
er, quieter, more relaxed and comfort is what this Jeep is 
about. 

The £37,245 test car, in Limited specification, is packed 
with driver aids and safety technology as well as boasting 
a leather-clad interior. As well as dual zone climate control 
it has heated and ventilated seats - the latter very welcome 
with leather seats on a hot day: it all adds to that luxurious 
ambience. 


Supple 

The nine-speed auto means an ultra low first gear (ide¬ 
al if you venture off road) and a higher top, with motorway 
speeds achieved at barely 1,600rpm which is good news 
for refinement and economy. Its official (laboratory tested) 
average fuel consumption is 49.6mpg with a corresponding 
150g/km of C02 emissions: in my real world test I averaged 
41mpg, which is competitive for a car of this size with all 
wheel drive. 

In fact progress in the Cherokee is commendably quiet, a 
feature complemented by its relatively soft and supple ride. 

The Jeep seems to be designed for comfort, rather than 
the sort of sporty dynamics chosen by some of its continen¬ 
tal rivals. 

That said, it was a pleasure to drive across Welsh moun¬ 
tain roads in spite of its size and weight - and even more so 
to arrive after three hours behind the wheel without signs of 
stiffening in old bones. 

Cherokee prices start from £26,355 for the entry-level, 2.0 
litre manual, up to £40,150 for the specially equipped new 
flagship, the 75 th Anniversary edition, Most Cherokees use 
the 2.2 diesel, but there is a 3.2 litre V6 manual option. 

The Cherokee is really one of a kind so it’s hard to pin 
down a true rival although perhaps the nearest would be the 
new VW Tiguan of Land Rover’s Discovery Sport but you 
need to look closely at equipment levels and prices. 

Power 

It’s a step up from the compact SUV sector, Jeep has that 
covered with its successful Renegade and for those who 
want a bigger vehicle and more power there’s the Grand 
Cherokee. 

The Cherokee’s four wheel drive system can be set up for 
normal, mud or snow modes by a rotary dial on the centre 
console. 

For the most part, leaving it in auto mode is the best plan, 
although sport does sharpen up throttle and gear respons¬ 
es. 

There are no flappy paddles for manual gearchanges, but 
I found the sequential back-forward movement of the shift 
lever equally convenient when, for example, choosing a low¬ 
er gear for more engine braking on steep descents. 

The transmission is very responsive so a good, old-fash¬ 
ioned kick down iproduces plenty of mid-range surge for a 
quick overtake. 

Apart from the four wheel drive, there is a range of elec¬ 
tronics aiding safety and stability, including a roll mitigation 
system included in the electronic stability programme. 

Automatic headlights and wipers, cruise control, a rear 
parking camera, dual zone climate control and a compre¬ 
hensive trip computer displayed in the instrument panel are 
all part of the package. 

The colour screen in the centre console gives driver or 
front passenger control of the satnav, nine-speaker stereo/ 
radio, Bluetooth and connectivity systems. 

Optional extras fitted to the test car included a panoramic 
sunroof and electronic aids including adaptive cruise con¬ 
trol and lane departure warnings. 

The interior, clad in black Moroccan leather, has room for 
five in comfort and a big big - almost 600 litres which more 
than doubles if you fold the rear seats down.

The new Fiat Tipo hatchback is deceptive¬ 
ly roomy, being capable of accommodating 
three six-feet-plus adult passengers in the 
rear - thanks to class-leading legroom and 
outstanding headroom. 

Its boot capacity is also best-in-class with a volume 
of 440 litres, while the Station Wagon version adds 
an additional 110 litres of boot space which, at 550 
litres, is also class leading. The Station Wagon can 
also carry loads of up to 1.8m in length and its flip- 
and-fold 60/40 split rear seats provide a completely 
flat load floor. 

Loading the boot of the Station Wagon is aided by a 
low load sill with reconfigurable components such as an 
adjustable load floor and removable side storage panels 
to further increase the width of the luggage compart¬ 
ment. The roller cover can be removed with one hand 
and stored under the floor panel, while two lights, two 
bag hooks and four load-retaining hooks positioned. 

The Tipo features numerous cabin compartments with 
a variety of shapes and capacities totalling no less than 
12 litres. 

Easily reachable by driver and passengers, these 
compartments are perfect for storing personal objects, 
smartphones, game consoles, bottles, coins and much 
more, and there is also a USB port for charging and con¬ 
necting devices. 


Locking 

The entry-level trim level is equipped with air condi¬ 
tioning, remote central locking, front electric windows, 
body-coloured door mirrors with electric adjustment, six 
airbags, DAB digital radio, chrome door handles, split 
rear seats, a front seat centre arm rest, USB and Blue¬ 
tooth with steering wheel remote controls. 

The Station Wagon adds rear electric windows and 
longitudinal roof bars. 

Key options for the entry-level version include front fog 
lights, dark tinted rear windows, rear electric windows 
(standard on Station Wagon), 16-inch alloy wheels, rear 
parking sensors) and a five-inch Uconnect touchscreen 
system with Live services, DAB and satellite navigation). 

The mid-range trim level adds a five-inch Uconnect 
touchscreen infotainment system, a leather-trimmed 
steering wheel and gear knob, rear power windows, 
LED daytime running lights, 16-inch alloy wheels, front 
fog lights, rear parking sensors and cruise control. Price 
for the mid-level trim is £1,000 above the equivalent en¬ 
try-level Tipo, simplifying the range and making it easier 
to choose the best Tipo for needs and budget. 

Deezer 

Also included with the mid-level version are the Ucon¬ 
nect LIVE services, which combines with a smartphone 
app to offer music streaming with Deezer and Tuneln, 
news from Reuters and the ability to stay in touch with 
friends via Facebook Check-in and Twitter, not to men¬ 
tion monitoring vehicle performance, efficiency and 
maintenance status with eco:Drive and my:Car. 

The top trim level, which is priced £1,000 above the 
equivalent mid-level version, builds on the specification 
of the mid-range Tipo but adds satellite navigation with 
TomTom LIVE services including HD Traffic, climate con¬ 
trol, 17-inch alloy wheels, automatic lights and wipers, 
rear view camera, driver’s side lumbar support and a 
chrome pack all as standard. 

There are three petrol engines, a 1.4-litre 16v pro¬ 
ducing 95hp a 1.4 T-Jet turbo petrol with 120hp and the 
1.6-litre e-TorQ engine producing HOhp and two turbo 
diesel engines - a 1.3-litre MultiJet II producing 95hp 
and 200Nm and a 1.6-litre MultiJet II with an output of 
120hp and 320Nm. 

The Fiat Tipo was designed in Italy by the Fiat Style 
Centre, developed in Turkey together with Tofa§ R&D, 
one of FCA’s largest research and development centres, 
and made in the Tofa§ plant in Bursa - one of the world’s 
best automotive factories, which has received a World 
Class Manufacturing Gold Medal. 

Since its world premiere at the Istanbul Motor Show in 
May 2015 and its presentation to the international press 
last November, the Fiat Tipo has collected the prestig¬ 
ious Autobest “Best Buy Car 2016” award, chosen by a 
jury of 26 international journalists. 

The all-new Fiat Tipo goes on sale in the UK in Sep¬ 
tember in hatchback and station wagon body styles.

Black Country's Sam is 
now the England man 


HE’S the Black Country boy who grew up 
supporting Wolves and went on to enjoy 
a coaching role at Albion. 

Now Dudley-born Sam Allardyce has landed 
his dream job as England manager. 

It’s a job he has craved ever since being overlooked 
in 2006 when the FA instead opted for Steve Mc- 
Claren. 

The 61-year-old was appointed by a three-man FA 
panel of chief executive Martin Glenn, vice-chairman 
David Gill and technical director Dan Ashworth last 
week. He replaces Roy Hodgson, himself a former 
Albion boss, who resigned after England’s 2-1 Euro 
2016 defeat to Iceland. 

Former FA chairman Greg Dyke said: “Clearly the 
three-man group are convinced he’s the right man 
and I go along with that. 

“We appointed a three-man committee to go out 
and look at all the candidates, come back with a rec¬ 
ommendation who they thought was the best man. 
They’ve taken that decision and obviously we’ll agree 
with them.” 

Educated 

Allardyce is known to be hugely proud of his West 
Midlands roots - and often comes back to visit fam¬ 
ily. But the no-nonsense defender felt he had to move 
away in order to pursue a career in professional foot¬ 
ball. 

Big Sam grew up on Wren’s Nest estate and was ed¬ 
ucated at Sycamore Green Primary School and later 
at Wren’s Nest School. 

But he left the area aged just 15 when he was ap¬ 
proached by Bolton. 

He played a handful of games for Dudley Town’s 
youth team during the 1969/70 season. His brother, 
Bobby, remains the club’s oldest-ever player. 

Dudley Town chairman Stephen Austin said: “It’s

Allardyce’s playing career took him to Bolton, 
Huddersfield, Sunderland, Coventry, Millwall and 
Preston. But no matter what part of the country he 
was in, he always expressed his pride at being from 
Dudley. 

And, despite his boyhood leaning towards Wolves, it 
was Albion who gave Allardyce his first taste of coach¬ 
ing when he was appointed to Brian Talbot’s coaching 
staff at The Hawthorns in 1989. 

Although his stay back in the West Midlands ended 
when he and Talbot were sacked, he still believes his 
first backroom job was a valuable part of his manage¬ 
rial education. 

“It was a difficult time for the club, for Brian Talbot 
and certainly for me,” said Allardyce. “I was reserves 
manager but then in the second year Brian wanted 
me to work with him and the first team. 

“But it was always going to be difficult because he 
was under pressure from the start and it only lasted 
until January. 

“I enjoyed working with the players in the reserves 


and we won the Birmingham League. It was a good 
experience.” 

The next step saw him head to Limerick where he 
guided the League of Ireland team to promotion, be¬ 
fore managing Blackpool, who sacked him when he 
failed to guide them to Division One. 

In January, 1997, he became manager of Division 
Two basement club Notts County. And although he 
couldn’t save them from relegation, they won promo¬ 
tion at the first attempt by finishing top of Division 
Three the next year - winning the title by 19 points 
and becoming the first post-war side to win promotion 
by mid-March. 

In 1999 he returned to Bolton, for whom he had 
played 198 times, and in 2001 they beat Preston 3-0 
in the play-off final to reach the Premiership. He then 
stabilised them in the top flight to help form his repu¬ 
tation as a survival specialist. 

But his time at the Reebok Stadium wasn’t just 
about keeping Bolton in the league. The Trotters, 
with the likes of Youri Djorkaeff and Jay-Jay Okocha, 
qualified for the UEFA Cup and reached the Round of 
32 in the 2005/06 campaign. 

Spells 

Allardyce was offered the Manchester City job 
shortly after, but the offer was withdrawn after Thak¬ 
sin Shinawatra’s purchase of the club was accepted. 

Since then he has had spells in charge of Newcastle 
United, Blackburn Rovers and West Ham. And last 
season he defied the odds to keep Sunderland in the 
Premier League. 

Former England manager Sven-Goran Eriksson, 
who led England to three successive major tourna¬ 
ment quarter-finals, has backed Allardyce to succeed. 
He said: “If you take a team from the lower part of 
the table you have to adapt to what you want to do. 

“Many times Sam has had a team struggling for 
survival and he has done the job.”
